The eighth volume of this very valuable collection of American, 
Canadian and English cases is before us, and wc are again struck with 
the ability and care with which the cases are selected, and the ex- 
cellent editing. The notes seem in each successive volume to indi- 
cate a more thorough acquaintance on the part of the editors with 
what is needed in a book of this character. The note upon the sale 
of Intoxicating Liquors is particularly interesting in view of the pub- 
lic attention just now being called to this question. The note upon 
Insurance, and the Effect of Suicide upon a Policy Which Contains No 
Clause Avoiding the Policy, is very full and complete and interest- 
ing in connection with the question of insurance. The note upon 
Limitation against a Life Insurance Policy is equally valuable. 

We note that several Virginia cases are quoted in the present 
volume and the note to Tidewater Quarry Company v. Scott, in 
regard to the right of a defendant to set off against liquidated de- 
mand value of property converted by plaintiff, is excellent and of 
peculiar value to Virginia lawyers. 

We consider this collection of cases one of exceeding value which 
increases with each volume.
